and kept that a ^hile predommnt agamjl further pre- 
fumption. Firjljthe dijficultie oftheflik, being my felf 
a "V^rjpoore Lingulft. For had not the pulling hooke of 
Florios DiHionarie brought mariy ^ords merer a^nto 
me, they had aU pajfed for flrangers, and thofc ^hkh 
you hauejtnectfly come from the ap[)reh€nfioH of the fen- 
fence in the coherence of the fnatter, rather then the par- 
ticular ftgnification of the l^ords by themfelues. Se- 
condly, the time, t^hertin Tbe hue, not like that concift^ 
Hiftoriogntpher Cornelius T^ickus^ft^hof^ake ^haP 
he thdnght.and'HfroteTi^hathefpake ibat H^ea^foldiirs 
rundergood CommandemUfho muH fimply obey, and 
though neuer fo lififey dif^ute not a word by way ofcon- 
ieftation with the bufines impo/ed. Tlnrdly, a priuate 
conference with fomeln\ians,who only put it off with 
4p)rug ofthefhoulder^when any thing is diflaHing Vn- 
to them : although fomeofthem went further, mdcryed 
out aloud, as their manner ^, Czncto and Cazzo 
whenthcy diflike a thing. Lafl of all, my owne poore 
ajfairesy "fi^hich haue buftedme otherwife, and out of the 
rules ofmoralitietjedmeto thepreuention of^ants,and 
that intolerable and infupportable wexation to depend 
wpon any mans bduntie.For quefiionlcs Friendflhp now 
adaies U but like afire from a painted cloth, T^bich/or 
aUtbe brmefijow refleBeth no 'Ufarmth : fo that Imaf

^legators o{ Guinea, neucr to fho w their bodies 
till they can ubteine their pray ryeafuch is their 
manner, that they will pailc by children and 
men,and takeonely theoportuniticto furprifc

them f o rluvr . : , (is' , as if they had bin taught a

of nature , r hat tiiey commonly vfe to pinch 
the ncckc and head lo at ihc firft, that the mifc- 
rablc wretch left to a pray findcth a curtcficia 
thedifpatchof her life, for crherwifc it were a 
ihoufand deaths to be fo long a dying , confi- 
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dcring (lie it; three hov^rcs a howling oucrthc 
body^ before fhe dcuoure it, of which yen how 
raucnous fo cuer fhe be^ fhelcaucs the head on- 
ly vntouchcd^but after ftiehath donchowhng, 
/he cates, after eating fhe wcepcs^after weeping 
ihc fleepes, &c then, they are many times flainc, 
and their young ones flohic from them : this 
was the voice we heard , and within an hower 
after we met a boat of^^/^r/^wx, whocameto 
iccke the woman, anddifcouercd vnto vs,that 
flic wasapoorcmans wife, that had becne to 
gather reed cs that morning with her husband, 
and by reafbn of fome difplcafurc, thought to 
bereuengedby fequeltring her felfe, and fb 
was furprifcd by the fcrpent, os a warning to o- 
thcr yyomen, not to make euery iinall vnkind- 
nefs, the author ofalumpifli countenance,ora 
lullcn heart : the next day we aproached the 
great Citie , of which to rallcc iie^cr fb lijtic, 
would make my lettcrto great,andbcfides.you 
hauebin inthclc parts yourfelfe, & make dai- 
ly vfc of molt rokraut relations , & remarkable 
circumftances. It was not long crelprepared 
my lodging, nor lon^cxcSi^niorStephmoVeU 
ph'mo came vjnto me, who finding morcconuc- 
niency in mine then his ownc , quickly fctlcd 

himfelfc 
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himfelfc to bearc mc company, nor long ere 
the great Carauan troup of marchants ariued 
fromOmus, who came the next way Guer>4- 
bia with 600. Camels , and zoo. Jrahian horfc 
for their Conmy ^ whofc intertainementfor5» 
wcekescoll the Merchants 3000. Checkmesa^ 
mongft them : they oncly taried a day and a 
night to makcthcmfelucs drunke ^ which they 
may quickly doe. Forthough the wine oiTa-^ 
leftma.vvhich we much vented here, bcrcafona-. 
ble good, yet as if they would pleafure!B^rc/;«y 
with an vnfatiatedcfirc to ccllcbratc his Or^ics^ 
they intermingled theberrics ofA^chiopia.vyhoic 
fulfome iuyce doe rather intoxicate thebrainc, 
then quench the thirll : The next day they dc- 
partcd,and the next day I finglcd out the com- 
panic , to finde vsjlut li^alims were amongft 
them;For in a word I ncuer faw fo many flran- 
gers in one iourncy and agreeing fo well toge^ 
ther, the report of it was plcafant, but when I 
heard it from their ownc mouthes , it added 
both delight &: contermet , I could both name 
thepartici; and the places of their aboad. But 
bccaufelaimcat another markc I will not vn- 
furnifti my quiuer to fpend a rouing {hafc to no 
purpofc,butina word, here were many of my 

acquaintance, 



acquaintance, amongfl: who mc only Siluano 
Gntti and Bartbolomeo Caponi with two friers, 
one an Mgujliney another ofthc order ofSerwi, 
lodged in die famchoufe with vs : They fpcnt 
three daies in reil, and rcfted the night very 
foundly,yet the friers were many times iang-i 
ling^, and iozngtcdSigniorStepbam^ thatouer- 
paffionate one night he bad the deuill take 
them , whedier they crofled thcmfelucs' or no: 
the darknefs interdided my difcoucrie,butI 
will be fworne , I heard them thump their 
breads to my bed , and I intreatcd my Gent : to 
let them alone. Oh,faid the Mendicant frier,lit- 
tic do you know thedifccptation betweene vs, 
andleflic may we inftrudt you in it, till a fitter 
opportunity. For wehauc fucha ftrange (lo- 
ry to difcourfe vpon, as will fpend a day in the 
Epitome , and make all Europe to wonder in the 
exemplification. 

Truly good 5/V, the very Empbajis of his 
words amafed mc, and the ouerdcfircofin- 
ftrudion led mc prefently tothewayofvigir 
lancy, and I fat vp in my bed , as if 1 meant to 
hearc a talc indcedc, had not Sigmr Stephano 
made mcalfo thefubic6tofhisangcr,andbad 
mc go out of the bcd,if I was fo womanilh and 
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idlc,that I could not tarry til day light,to heare • N ' * / 
a lying talc of a frier. 

Till chis the Atigu/line frier was filcnt, but 
nowinfomc ditlempcraturc raifcd Wisp^^JSm, 
as high a. cucr Si^nior Scephanoes was , telling 
him to his face.ic was fpokclikea Luther ane,:ini\ 
Hereticky to lay any fuch imputation on men of 
their qualitic, religious obfcaiants, and father- 
confcilbrs. Forthcy madcaconfcienccot tel- 
ling an vntruth , and acknowledged it m^ >re 
then a rewM/?fm to countenance aliethrough 
the credit ofanyrehgious order : well/aidS/g^ 
nior Stepbano if you will not lie in your words, 
yet 1 pray you lie ftill in your beds , and it (hall 
be part of my penance , to acknowledge mine 
error , and make a rctraaation of ofFendmg 
you : This anfweremadeway tothcfcdation 
ofthis vnquietneflc, andfo wegaueouerour 
parlee , and made fomc vfc of a mornings 

flecpe. 

The next day the friers of themfclues remenv 
bring their iiatutm ho wcrs, after deuotion 
was oucrpaflTcd , came vohntarilie into our 
chamber, and with a fmall preamble ofpacifi- 
cation preuailed fb much with my compani- 
on , ( who by this time was as defirous of tlic 




voueltyy^s my fdfc) thacwcarofc, and bccauft 
they would not bee interrupted in their dif^ 
courfe, wc made a fhortrepalt together, and fo 
locking the dore to vs,attcndcd tticpooreAi^w- 
dicant ; who thus began. 

My Brother and / dout the tenth ofSeptemher^ 
embarked our fclues from OrmuSy and came to 
Catara^ where the Qhriftian Carauan was almoft 
ready for their voyage to C^yro^ but before I 
proceed any further,! will beplainc to tell you 
the occafion ofour going thither; i. partly for 
Curiofity; i. partly for Deuotion ; 5. partly for 
Wealth. 

I . Firft, for curiofity,the defirq ofacquain^ 

taince with forraigne Countries, and the wil- 

lingncfle to put the ^raBique in the other fcalc 

againft the Theory ; or,ifyoupleafe,to makeour 

fuperficiall reading the f wcctcr by indullrious 

experience, taught vs the way to conceiuc, 

that all Countries might be nationall to a wife 

man. 

Secondly5ConccrningDcuotion,hauing 
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long fmcehcard, that the Terjtans in this place 
condifccndcd euen againft the rule of their ^U 
chorariy tocommunicate with ccnaineTortirigalt 
Friers, about the Ferity of both Rcligion.s, wee 

thought 
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thought it not amiflc to put it to the triall, whe- 
ther we might attaine tofucha meritorious adt 
as the Comerfion of a Mahnmetane. 

3, Thirdly, concerning Wealth, at the end 
of >^«gtt/2 there is agenerall fifliing forPcarlc, 
by reafbn that the Ojjkrs in this hotmoneth re- 
fort to thefhore, and as if nature had taught 
them to breathe for aire, they gape, as it were 
in fholes, and then the fiftiers, and f uch as arc 
appointed for this purpofc, throw little peble- 
floncs into their mouthcs, and fo keepe them 
from clofing againc^and thus arc their Pcarlcs 
kindly taken out, and knowneto be full ripe 
by their colour. For you muft confider the 
Pcarlcs groweas the meat in bigncs,and yecld 
great plcntic being foft, but afterwards mofl 
worth of cftimation, as (he is OrkntAUy the (hell 
makes that we coWMother ofTearle^and in the 
lame they arc ranked together like teeth in ones 
mouth, as if they were couched in a bed of 
purpofc ; fbmetimes 1 5 . or 1 6. in a fhcll, oncly 
the^wow hath his name of being alone, and I 
tbinke is priuilcdged with extraordinary grcat- 
neflc by being alone : Now at euery draught 
(or if you will, courfe of fcparation) they hauc 
a cuftome by way of gratuitie, to giue to fuch

. religious men as arc refidem amongft them, 
to fomc morc,(bmGlcflc,according as affe(5lioa 
Ihall induce them , fb that far my partfuch as 
they are, I haue 5 00. to fhew you : at Catara wc 
had diuers camels, that came from /<j/«and Ca- 
tiffh : and within three daies according to their 
cuftome 200. Jrahan horfse came from J?(?(fir 
and Ca:^ap : there was one principall J^a and 
4. vnder Qaptdhm, and fo inleuerall companies 
we prepared for the great dcfcrt of £/<i^,pafIing 
fuch mountaines and Ilrange woods , that the 
voiage alone were worthy the defcription^in 
regard wc found fno w in greater aboundancc, 
then is in mount SenefCy & fo many wild beads 
both on the mountaines, andinthe woodes, 
that welay not one night without a hedge of 
fier, & in fcuerall companies we made a (now 
as it were of a burning campe, and both Lions 
and Tigers came to fee, what wc did , though 
they durfl: not approach, we made thirty daics 
of this rraucll, and ere we came to Mf/>4 had 
only fight of 3. Townes, for whofe fake we 
fetched a great compafs, although the pretence 
was to aiioidc the hiigefl: hills, and fo we went 
from Catara to La^aru to Salata and Gacha :from 
thence lodmg our camclls with many skinnes 

and 



and teeth of bjeafts, as we vnloded them of our 
prouifion , wc came in good time to Mecha. I 
cannot call it a city becauleit is vn walled, nor 
a village, bccaiifc it hath 8goo. houfes in it,nor 
rich becaufe the opulent merchant lies at Liden 
.a port to wne vpon the red fea , fome 5 o. Italian 
mile from Mc/;^ , nor poorc becaufe it is fb po- 
pulous, for the refort of lo many thoufand 
ftrangers that come hither to view the tombc 
oiMahomet^ in which (as I my felfc was ) they 
arc all decciucd : for nlthou2:h he was borne 
hcerc, and hath CharaBered with his Fame one 
of the glorioufeft llories in the world , yet was 
he not buried heere, but by aflrangcpolicic 
tranflated ouer a great dcfert , to Medina Talnahi^ 
where at this hower is both his Temple and 
his Scpulcher; by thcvy/ay you come to the 
pretty to wne o^Tacine.&c howfoeuer any man 
prcfumes of his own cunnini^,& better intelli- 
gence^ yet fi'om what coali focucr he comes,hc 
mull go to Mecha fir(l:,and their reccine a ticket 
from i{\ii*Beglerbcag \ for which hcpaics halfe a 
florencedLicket,erchc can bcadmitccd into the 
Cenuoy for 'Medina : a littcU apt rchcnfion 
brought vs to the knowlcdgcoftncf^j things, 
andloby gencrall conient, my brother and I 
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tocurcoui* vnderftanding the better , which 
was almoft vlceratcd with Mge variety both 
of report and hiftorie, went thither inpcrfon 
about the end of September , to be beholding to 
our owne experience again ft opinion ; But be- 
fore we came thither, we met with many pa(^ 
fcngcrs , as it were diftradcd With fcarc , and 
when we came found all the country confoun- 
ded at a '■vifion or appmtion,v^hkh had lafted for 
a fortnight,and Co continuing: 7. daics longer, 
affrighttcd the people, and the rather becaufc 
no man durft interpret the fame , or could in- 
deedc be beholding to difcouery for the truth j 
only one of the Demices, aftoniihed them with 
a fudden boldnefle,andbecaufc heere were ma- 
ny of the race oiMahomet, and fbme VoBors of 
the law, who repugning the oratory,rathcr be- 
Iccucd Namralls and Lumticks, whomindcede 
they immagine extraordinarily infpired with 
a Supermm dispirit, the poorc ^reeft was much 
ofFcnfiuc in his difcourfctoihcmall; fothey, 
confpircd againft him , and put him to death, 
by which occafion hcere arc Foure remarka- 
ble things to be confidercd, i . Firll the 'Vifion it 
fclfeu. Secondly his or^r/o;/, 5. Thirdly the man- 
ner of his execution. 4, Fourthly what a ?>>-- 
uiteis. Concmm^ 



CoHcminit[\trvifion aboutthe lo. of S^i/^ffWf- 
ifr,therehappenedfogreatatempcft,that there 

was as it were a fenciblc darkneflc about mid- 
ni^^ht Jo feareful I a thunder , that thofe, which 

were aOeepc were a wakened at the fame , and 
thofe which were awakc,bcfidcs thcmfelues:at 
laft a voice like lightning madealbangemp- 
ture,and with Significant Jrahian Charfm fo o- 
pened the thickecloudes, and difpelled the va- 
po wres th:it with a kindc of ftench, & fuffoca- 
tincfmokcthcdarknesdcpartcd, &thepcop c 

heard,and the rert read it to this purpofc , why 
H tPia yee belme in lies ? For when the Ilormc was 

appealed , and that the fcrcnc cUemcnt prelen^ 
tcdherfclfc to their vei we, they might ealily 
read thefe words in thcfirmamenr. Sometwo 
howres aftcrbctweenetoandtiireeinthemor- 
ning,therc4^Mw/a woman all in white com- 
pafled with thcbcamcs oftheS«ttMe,hercounte- 
nancewasamial>lcanachccrcfull,and{lieheld 
in her hand a written bookc : (he had no (oo- 
ner mounted out of the North -^ejl and by Wcfl, 
to her full height and radiance , but round a- 
bout the Eafl.^nA Scwth many armies ot Turkes, 
q>afims,Atahiam,Moom and Inch like appeared, 
ranckcd as it were with martial! dilciphnc,and 

ready 




1 ca/^y to charge vpon her. but flicc with an vn- 
daunted courage, kept her ftanding, and vfcd 
no other meancs , but only opened the bookc, 
at the fight whereof the whole army fled^and 
prcfently all the lamps ohout Mabomets tombc 
were extinguiflied. For as foone as euer the 
a\>parif.on or ^aifton *vmijhed^ which was com- 
monly an hower before SumienCiw^^ a plcaliint 
murmuring wind was heard, to whofc erupti- 
on they imputed theputting out of the lampcs. 
For you muft vndcrftand, that though the 
windo wes of the temple , were dooble barrd 
with iron, and richly guilt, well glazed and cu- 
rioully cemented , yet the ftormc came vpon 
them with fuchimpctuofitic,that neither glafT 
norironwithftood the violence : the Temple, 
it f elfe is vcric high , made with a rotmde anacu^ 
befajh'ion , it hath manic galleries , yet none {q 
nccre in approch , as to difcouer,howthc 
Tombc is fadned : only the common opinion 
is, that it is made of llecle , and by cunning im- 
./?^«r^ placed in the Gw^^rof the Church jVndcr 
n great Jdammt , whofc vcrtue attracted it to 
the rop,this the lamps fhew plaincly , that tin r 
hangs fuchacoffin:For 3000. lampes continu- 
ally, night and day make amoftrcfplcndant 
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ftiow about the galleries, but yet how the cof- 
fin is faftned, doe not difcouer ; oncly my bro- 
ther and I learnt thus much, that the coffin is 
indeede moft cunningly mortifed into the 
roofe,and hath nothing in it , but the firft At- 
cbcYon originally writ by Sergim a monck,of 
the fir ft order that euer was, which con trailed 
with him j who lined to fee the people apprc- 
hcnd,thac the AngcUs had drawne him to hca^ 
uen,andkcpt his monument with their conti-^ 
nuall guard about it : The monck indeed bu - 
ricd the body iuft vndcr the place, and lined (o 
long, that hefawthispofitionofthcijjigion 
ratcficd , that it was Capital for any man to dif- 
putc of the vcritie of the ftorie : 

The ancient pilgrims I meaneTwr^f o^Maho- 
mets race, who after they haue vifited this place 
ncuer cut their haire , were much exanima- 
tcd,andfo cxafperated at this accident, that 
they wrecked their anger vpon the poorc 
(Prie/l, who, for his plaine dealing paid 

fprall. 

1. This is the Second thing confidcrchic: 
For his difcourfe tended to this purpofe : //)v^ 
ma Horrandn : which is as much :^s Honourable 
iroo\ic of auditors ^ who knowes not butthc 
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• Cod , that made the hcaucii and earth by hisr 
inftrumcnt , om^rcphet Mahomet ^ hath chofen 
vsofall the nations ofthe world to be hisfe- 
cret people , and for this purpofc raifed the 
great Othomanto expatiate his power, and en- 
large the Turki/h Empire ; For the world had 
ncuer but three true religions , cueryoneof 
whichhad three principalKProf^^f^ : 

Firft God chofc the letes , and wrought 
wonders for them in jtSgipt , and Canhn vnder 
thecondudt ofthat fame Trophet Moifis j who 
prefcribcd them a law , which had both blcf^ 
.fingsand curfings, wherein qucftionlcfle, if 
they had held the beamc of integrity vp aright, 
no doubt he would hauc bin as an inprcgnablc 
wall of braflc about them , and terrified their 
enemies with an hedge of fier ; asthey vfea- 
gainft bcafts in the wilderneffc ; but when 
neither promifes nor threatnings^bleffings nor 
iudgements,proiperity, nor aduerfity , could 
keepethefc people clofc to their maker , but 
they proued obftinate and rebellious;, yea fuch 
tcfraO:ary deHnquents , that they denied their 
God, and committed Idolatriein dcfpight,and 
made their Ibnns goe through the ncr( an ex- 
orbitant deuicc of the X>m7/ : then God not on- 
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ly gauc them ouer to diucrs captiuitics , but at 
laft cxtirpcd them and diffipated them ouer 
the earth, like chaflfe before the windc, fo that 
by lamentable experience we fee, they haue 
now neither King, nor Precft, nor law, nor 
kingdomc,nor goucrnment,nor city , nor any 
countrcy of their ownciuotwithftanding God 
would not Lc vnfurnifticd offeruitors,but pre- 
(cntly raifed a new Trophet who taught the reli- 
gion o^Qrifiimty , and which is a wonder to 
relate : For all they crucified this good maH,&: 
condemned him for a dccciuer ofthe people, 
neither taken with the piety of his life , nor ap- 
prehending the greatncfTc of his miracles, nei- 
ther wondringat his perfbn , nor admitting of 
his dodrine , yetaftcr he was dead the very re- 
port cfa few fiftier men , made that imprefliott 
into the harts ofthe people, that the mightieft 
Bnpenrs2XiA kings ofthe world, a;4/W their io- 
ntts lohu very title , and laied their crownes 
downc, to be commanded by hisminiftcrs ^ 
But it ftiouldfccme they grew as corrupt as the 
Jtwes^ falling into a maine dcvifion of their 
(hutch, with the diftindtionof E^^/^andw/Z: 
credting mod grofcly Idolatry againe , with fet- 
ting vp of images, and a nomber of mofl: gew- 
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^giw foppifli cercmonics^bc fides comiption of 
life and pcrfonall falts in many impious brea- 
ches of dieir law, fo diac God was weary of 
them to, and not only fentdivifions amongft 
them , but forfbokc them in thcmidit of their 
violent race to gormandize and cafe, ladling 
their fides with the whipps of forrainc people, 
and difpoflefling them of their chicfell cities 
lerufakm and Conjlantlm^le tothecontriftation 
of their hearts , and irrecouerable vexation of 
their foules : yet ftillisGodthegouernourof 
the world, and prouides himfclfe of another 
Prophet and people , raifing our great A/.^/;owrt, 
& giuing way to our nation to open the ftorc-* 
houfeof his wonders to all the world, and to 
hold the vidlorie of many nations the (tronger 
vnto v^jWith an vnvanquiftiablearme^ fo that 
nodoubt wefhall thriue withaperpetuicie, if 
we can feruc this God aright,and take warning 
by the relapfeofoihers^noc to degenerate from 
thcpeopleof God indeedc, but obferuc them 
with the fame faith and truft , as they arc com- 
mitted vnto vs. But alas I tremble to fpeakc it, 
what hauewedone, and what haucwcfeenc, 
wee hauc tranfgreffed in eucry point:,and from 
^ aprcmcditatcd wilfulnefse abrogated our fir fl: 
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conflitutions, fo that God is not only angiy,* 
buthathmanifeftcditby wonderfull figncs &c 
tokens,keepingbackour(P/'o/'/;^^ from Vi, who 
as you know prefixed a limctoreturne, with 
the full confummation of all happineffc to his 
people, io that full 40. ycarcs arcelapfcd be- 
yond his limitation , and our account, where- 
vpon this fearcfull vifion is a predidlion of 
great troubles and alteration : 

For either doth the opening of thebookciri 
the womans hand portend ourmanifcfl: faling 
away, from the firll fcope and intent of our 
law, whereat as afhamed the whole armed 
multitude departcdjconfounded with the guil- 
tinefle of their o wnc confciences : or clfe it fig- 
iiifies fome other bookc, in which we hauc 
not yet redd , and againll which neither force 
nor pollicy ( as it fhould feemc ) fliall preuailc. 
lo that to (j[>eake with an vndanted confidence 
of mercy firom my God for telling thctruthjl 
am afraidc our religion will bcp'ouedadultc- 
ratCj&ourP^Ojptodilcoucrcd for C0/////0W, Scan- 
other brought from the touchftonc of truth, 
for the purer mcttaile, & fo this QhriJ} that they 
talkc of, fhall fliinc as glorious as the funne &; 
fct vp liis name with cucrlalling ccernity. 
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Till thisjthc company were filcnt,but when 
they heard him fo audatious,they cried out vp» 
onthis-blafphcmy, and taking aduantagc of 
their law, which makes all blafphcmy Ca^itall, 
they prefently condemned him by a definitiuc 
fenrcncc , and accpiainting the 'Begkrbeag with 
all the occurrences , had both his confent and 
warrant to put him to death. 

3 This is the third remarkable thing, which 
I propofcd , becaufe he died not the ordinary 
death amongft them, which is commonly ei- 
ther to tie about his necke a huge ftonc or pel- 
let, &: fo caft him into the feasor clfc to ftrangle 
him with a ftring madcof {inues,likc ourbow- 
ftringes, for which executions certainc mutes 
are alwaies ready, who caft it ouer his head 
with a riding knot, and fo two pulling one 
way, and two another, quickly tnrattle him, 
&many times with thcvioleceeuenfuderihc 
wine pipe in twainc'.but they tooke himby the 
way of torturing, & ftripingof him gauc him 
firft ihcCorhatcbfVihich was i oo.blo wcs on the 
tola of his feet, with a flat leuer eucn to the dra* 
ing of bloud, the poore man ftil crying out on 
the woman that opened the bookcThen they 
tooke a Bulls pizell , and beat him all ouer to 
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the cracking of his fmewes, laft of all they laH, 
him vpon a wheelc, and withan Indian fword 
mad« of finewcs halfe an inch thick.a full yard 
Ions, a handfull broad, oncly itencrcafedto^ 
ward the point like a fiihcs taile , brake his 
bones all to peeces, thcPreeft crying to thciall 
gafp thou >man with the booke fauc mc , and 
fo yceldcd vp his foule , no man knew to 
whome: norindccdehowto demeancthem- 
felues: For the fame inftant was afearefull tcm- 
peft, and the <Beglerbeag by the confcntotthc 
Uuftte difpatched certainc of the Sfihm to the 
port oiStdm , that f b they might acquaint the 
Emferor at Qn/latttmo]fle with all thcfe occurren- 
ces the fooner. ^. ,, t 
4 The Fourth thing confiderable was tiie 

explication of this order of Deruices who are 
more fignificantly called Twrw^, they are ot 
the lo well degree and ftriaeft order amongft 
thcm,rauchlike our QpHchmesA^J hue in con- 
templation ^axyd feemc rauifticd with the apprc- 
hcnfion of the ioycs ofparadife. For they 
preach nothing but abftinencc , and with the 
(pUtonift infcrr the immortality of the foule:oa 
the daie of folcmnity,which is our fnday, they 
mecte all together in one quadrant, or it you

*/y ill fome rotmda , which is gallered roun d a- 
bout for the people CO befequeftred in the hea- 
ring and viewing their ceremonies , which on 
this day commonly lafi: three hourcs ; the/>rm^ 
apa[loi thcfc ^ree/Is , all the reil fitting erode 
Icgdin the quadrant, raifeth vphimfelfevmo 
a ccrtaine pulpit , before which , fuch as hauc 
Leenc pilgrims at Mecha with Ihagg and long 
haircarefcated, and on a desk lie their bookcs^ 
both ofTer^an and Jrahm charaSler : thusad- 
uanccd for the better accommodating his 
fpccchto thcauditory,hcpreachcthan hower, 
and cucr as he names the God that giues them 
bread , a murmuring filencc much hke our cu- 
ftome at the name oi^Iefu^ is heard amongft the 
people with low bending of their bodies, but 
not a word fpoken. After his difcourfe certaine 
mufick begins, anda fong of thankfgiuing is 
diftindlly pronounced, which finiftied, the 
Precft, tharpreacht comes into the quadranta- 
mongfl: the reft, andleadcthakindcofmea- 
furcs, with a foft and fober gate •, according to 
the modulcnt found ofthcmufick, goingfaft- 
cr, :i[\d f\fter,as the mufiquc increalcth , they 
conrinuing in the gefturc, oflooking vp to 
hxmm , aiul holding vp their hands, till they 
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tumcround as faft as they can, which laftcdi a» 
full quarter of an howcr,fo that cither by fiinc- 
nefle or by cuftome , they fall do wne flat vpon 
the ground^being all in afwet, & To lie groucl- 
ing,til they haue recoucred their former breath 
& iirengthjcertaine officers in the mean while 
calling mateb oucr them^lcaft they catch cold: 
this turning hath foure diuifions, and laftcth a 
full houre.buttimeouercommeth allthings, 
and fa this folemniticrccciucth hcrpcriod,on- 
ly the Pricll:, that preacht, rctumethbackca- 
gainc to his pulpit , and after another fong, 
blcflfcth thecompanic,whoprcfently depart.^ 
But you muft vnderftand, that no roan out of 
the galleries hath his ftiocs on, nor in any of 
their W^««, though they paffe but through. 
Befidesjtheyarc of "great account, and fome of 
the f^intaftiqucs amongft them, will vndertakc 
to interpret dreames and yifionsjand as we fay, 
tell fortunes : they commonly difcoucr the 
ftrange geltarc of naturals and lunaticks,who 
are vnmockcd, vnhurt amongflthc people, 
and fo reuercnced with the better fort, that 
they verily belccuc fome infpiratioh and cx- 
traordinario infufcd (piric belongs vnto 
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^V-- ' 'After the Pricfts execution , and that the 
whole country grew tumultuous through the 
intricatencs and fcarefull di/puting of this Vi^ 
fion^ my brother and I,to preuent Further dan* 
ger>hafted to Cajiro,znd in 'good time, as you 
fa w,came orderly with the (arauan, onely the 
laft night there hapned this di(ceptation be* 
twecne vs: that the opening of the booke in 
the Vifion muft needs fignific our Bible j to 
which my haftines infcrred,not by way ofcon- 
tradition, but by diucrfltic of argument, that 
then furely we doe ill to (hut the booke, that 
the people may not read ; which my \/ugufimt 
brother plainely told mecr was fchifmaticalL 
For the booke might be opened to thcClcrgic, 
though not to the Laitic : whereupon I repli- 
cd^then belike the Laitie muft know no other^ 
then what we relate vn to them: great reafbn 
too ((aid my brother) the letter is death to ig- 
norant men, and it is /uflScicntjfpr fuch as re- 
maine in other callings, to vnderftand no 
more,thcn properly belongs to thcirfaluation : 
Iftillpppofcd,whcreby our conference grew 
to vnkindnes, and fo rcfUth, till a fitter oppor- 
tunitic for the deciding. 
WeU faid S/jf wV &ff iJ4»o,agrce as well as you 
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can } but to this I agree, that as I am much a- 
mafcd at your difcourfc, fo 1 am rcfolued, that 
this prcfageththc conucrfion of the Turks to 
Chriftianitic ; therefore let vs hafte home into 
Mity and there wc (hall know what to trufl: 
vnrojor at leaft both fecure our felucs from the 
confufions of thcfc Kingdomes,and be able to 
furnifh our vnderftanding with a better ccr- 
taintic of thefe ambiguities. 1 told them I 
would accompanic them to Alexandria, but I 
could yet paflc no further, till 1 had recciued 
letters from Florence for my difchargc : and fo 
we ordred cur affaires accordingly, and com- 
ming with the ftreame,tooke the next arme of 
the riuer, which led vs to the Port. 

But ^ooA Signior, one noueltic begets ano- 
ther,at our fetling our felues,we found that the 
day before, there was arriucd the Archb (hop 
of fl^Ww, confined into /Egypthythc 'Bafhavf, 
cuen in a manner vpon the like occafion ,a s the 
X>eruice<PreiU'was executed about Uecha : yet 
there was fuggeftcdagainft him the dcliuering 
of certainc prifoners, whom they call by the 
name of flaues ; amongft whom , diucrs 
Knights of Mrt/r** fo oucrcamcthcpriuatc re- 
c ard of himfcife, that in mccre comm ifcration 
° . E and 



anil fomc happy remembrance of the place, 
wherein heliued,hcaduenturcdhis ownehfc 
for their freedom c; all which I learned out of 
adifcourfeof his owne.as the Friers brought 
vs into his prcfcncc^and we gauc attention v n- 
to his grauitie and orderly relation of his bufi- 
ncs ; but before I enter vpon the particulars of 
his difcour/e, I muft remoue certainc blocks 
of contradiction, and make my way clearc 
from abfurditie,and that rough manner of dif- 
putingby C^ellions, according toaproucrbe, 
thatafoolcmayaske a Queftion, that all the 
wife men in the world cannot refolue. 

I. Firft then you mufl know, that aL 
though the TurkehaueconqueredGreece,and 
fomcparts of Hungaric, yet he admitteththc 
toleration of any rehgion,fo that they contri-- 
butehis cuftomes, and acknowledge his fupe- 
rioritie,he is contented to leaue them to tlicir 
owne eftablifhmcnts ; fo that the Greckc 
Church doe publikelymaintaine their ceremo- 
nies,and the Roman Catholicks haueby them- 
felues a Church by the n^me o{Francks, cuen in 
Conjlmtinapk, or if you will, in the Fines of^era, 
otGalata^ chufc you whether: yea when the 
couctous Patriarcke of Confimtmpk would 
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hauc farmed his place to the Icwes, the Victcr' 
did not permit the famc,butby wayofpunifti- 
ment,confinde him to Zto^ from whence with 
a beliall fpirit, hcinamonftrous contumacic 
went to MoskOy^nd about thcyeare 1588. re- 
figned that title to the Archbifhop there, & for 
1 00000. pceces of gold, invefted him with the 
abfolute Primacic of the Patriarck of the Greek 
Church: bucfeetheiuft iudgmentof God,crc 
he had pafled quite through Moldautaficn^mc 
lanifaries fet vpon him, and not onely tookc 
away his gold, but bcreaued him ot his life. 

X. Secondly, you muft confider, that a- 
mongtheTurkes in taking of prifoners, they 
haue no diftindion of perfons , but in their 
ranfbme accounting all flaues, and confining 
them to the Gallics with an ignominious 
robe, fhauing them, and marking them on 
{bme parts of their flcfti, 

3. Thirdly, that this famous townc, and 
harbour,and Hand of^odes was remarkable 
for two things. 1. Firft,for a Co/o//«tf of braflfe, 
which boafled of great antiquitic, and was in- 
deed a man in abfblutc proportion ftradling 
ouer the hauen, betweenc whofc legs, a fliip 
With full failcs, top and top gallant, might en- 
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tct] fo that when the Turke furprifed this 
place, he laded 1 500 Camels with the rubbifh 
of this one monument, whereby moll of his 
great Ordinance were cad, which be now in 
the Tapinare^ the office of his Artillerie ^ and 
whereas you fhall read that S. ^aul writ to the 
ColoJStanSyii was no other then the inhabitants 
of <l^oodes. z. Secondly, that after the I^nlghts 
Templars were diflblued,, there arofea new or- 
der to iupply that place,called S Johns oHerufa- 
lem, who when the Turks conquered Siria and 
Palcftina, were of fo great reuencw in Europe, 
that for many ycares, they both expulfcd the 
Saracens, and held wars with thclencwMa- 
humctancs : till at laft the high decider of 
controucrifies fubmitced them to alteration, 
and both their Monaftcrie and their Palace 
wore pulled in peeccs, by thofe barbarous 
hands, that neither /pared lerufalcm, nor the 
wonderment of the world,the Temple ofDia- 
m in Epbe/uiSy falsified by fomc ftorics vpon 
Hcrojiratm, who to perpetuate to himfelfe a 
name of villanic, fet it on fire. 4. La(l of all, 
that howeuer the Alchoran pofition, of not 
difputing oi their rcligion>fcaIcd vpasit were 
. the lauiflhncs of mens tongues from going at 
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Iarge,yet will they heare ftrangers in ciuill^p- 
pofition,and euen the ftrideft arguments, that 
may conculcate and beat downc their new in- 
ucntions : but this fcldome hapjpens, bccaufc 
cither they learning none but the Perfian or 
Syriack language ^ few men vnderttanding 
theirs,candiiputewith them. 

But now to the Archbifhop- 
Afterthe Triers had ouerpaffcd the ceremo- 
nies of gratification, & amplified the difcourfc 
of there trauell with the circumftanccsofthc 
viCion,thc Jrchbijhop replied: your newes hath 
no way got any hand of my admiration. For 
it hath beene long fince frequent amonglt vs, 
and vpon another report of the troubles in 
Europe , cfpccially that it rained a whole day 
bloud into Tiber , and that three funns were 
fcenc in full radiance oucr the citic of f?^we,ma- 
ny Greeke preefts rcforted vnto me to ^odes 
with an imprcffcd chcercfulncfTc , as if our 
Chnrch were already rc-cftablifhcd in the firll 
forme of the primitiucpatterne ; nor palled it 
thus amonglt our felucs ^ but the Bajha"^ lent 
for mein all haft , and not only demanded my 
opinion ofthcfc things , but made meanes to 
ccrtaincdodtors of their law to enter intofur^ 
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tlier difputation with me, I told them plainely, 
that the originall of Mahomet was a mccrc dc^ 
tiife, which they might cafily pcrceiue by the 
aflbtiation oiSergius one of our moncks. For if 
he had beene a Prophet of God , he would que- 
ftionlcfsc ncucr haue intermingled any deui- 
res of man : then againe for his prefixed time 
of rcturningjit was a thing ncucr heard nor red 
of y that any one returned from the dead , nor 
Ihall euer rife^till the laft difsolution,and there- 
fore how much are you beholding to that God 
which you doc now worfliip , that hath from 
hcauen difcouercd vntoyouina vifionwhac 
you muft truft vnto in thefc latter times » & if 
you be not ftupificd with obflinacy,&: remain 
more ftony hearted then eucr the Jw^i were, 
that crucified the Sauiour of the world, now 
areglad tidings brought vnto you:For the wo- 
man, which appeared is qucftionlcflc the 
Church ofGod compared about with aS««»f, 
reprefcnting the (bnneofrighteoufnefse, euen 
Chrifi the Sauiour of mankind, without whom 
no flefti can come to happinefse j the booke in 
her hand iscjucfl:ionlcflcthe{criptures,and the 
opening of it, prcfigureth the fearching and 
contemplation of thefecrets : but whereas fb 
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great an army (lil flcd,as /lie opened the bookc, ' 
how can any chliig be perfonated by ic,but thac 
both Terftans, Moores , and your fcluws , will be 
aftiamcd and abaQi -d to conceiue in what a 
fottilhignoranccandrcacclcfi bhndaefsCjpu 
hauc bccne Co many yeares detained , therefore 
embrace the truth , and recurnc to Chrifiianity, 
which will bring you into the direct path of 
faliiation, and in the end the glorious king- 
dome of hcauen. Why replied one of the Doc- 
tors , how can this be } your prophet was but a 
man , as ours was , and for inuentions of men , 
your religion exceeds , and farre cxceedes thofc 
/4>wf»M//iinporitions, as you tcrmcthcm that 
cucr Mahomet gauc vs. 

But among all as the levies haue often told 
you.there be three or foure fuch ftrange things 
inyourreligion.thatitisimpoffibleforanho- 

ncll rcfolutioa to apprchchd, that God would 
be fcrucd fo foppifhly, and childilWy : Firrt the 
creding of Images: did God caft away the 
Jems, & as I haue heard, curfed lerehoams cal ucs, 
yea rent the kingdome from your great Salo- 
mon , and all becaufc he gaue way to thcldols ot 
his wiucs,and will you hauc vs be fo entangled 
asainc, as to heap vp vengeance for fo toulc 
° an 
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'an abfurd idic on our o wnc heads? Bclccuc it, it 
will ncucr be and ic is impofliblc. 

X* Sccoftdly yourprophanation of the Sah^ 
hoth. Doc wc or the leTi^es buy and fell as yoa 
doe > labourand craucU , cat and gurmandizc, 
gamboll and play, dance, and fingafi'd com- 
mit fuch abufcs on that day, as if all the wcckc 
were tied into one bundcll , and then fct open 
to florifh hercxpcncGs. 

3. Thirdly your difpenfations with finnc 
and felling ofindulgenccs for mony: OGod! 
isGodarecciuer of money? or what conceit 
haue you to thinke, that he that is all loue and 
mercy , Will be corrupted with reward, or* 
brought about with mercenary bribes? 

4. Laft ofall your fumptuous hues , and ex- 
ccfTc of vanity, wherein your (ardinah goe be« 
yond greater princes , and fhamcindecde their 
profeflion with viifandificd fupcrfluitic : I 
name no morebccaufc,! know thefe be vn an-* 
fwerablc and not capable of the diftindion of 
pcrfonall falts. 

With that I r'^plied, although thefe might be 
all well excufcd with circumflantiall infirmi- 
ties, and apologicall inferences, that the mainc 
points of faluations arc held amongftthcmi 
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-yet you know , we haue oppofed ^ome in thfcfc 
things,and not only returned the pride of their 
fupremacyvpon their heads > but difcoucred 
their tirannous vfurpation of our rights. For 
Chriflianity began in Aitioche ^nd ihcGmkes 
were the firft receiucrs of the truth.long before 
the Latlnes , therefore bcheue it without fur- 
ther difputing,vnlcfs we had time to oucr look 
Ttolemeis library of zoouoo. bookcs , both 
!3^owefhall bcdifrobcd, Antkhnfl difcoucred, & 
thcriuerofT/t^r flow with blond, as this the 
rayningof bloud prefigurech , and Mahometh 
himfelfeproucd an impoftor,fo that both hwes 
and TurKs doc what you can,and fay what you 
liil,fhall betaken into our fold, andfct do wnc 
in theaccounts of Gods ihcepc, and thcChriJli- 
an fiockofQnJi. 

When 1 had made an end of my fpcech,! 
proteft I cannot telli whether I left them to the 
extremity of rage or laughter : For they were fo 
farr from approouing m;^wards, that they cri- 
ed out it was pitty fuch a fellow fhould line, & 
fo the ^ajhaw to (licw himfclfc a true maintai- 
net, of the Otbman gloryxommittcd me to pri- 
fon^hcrc I remained, Vntifl fuch time as their 
camaa new enforcement againtl me, for hid- 
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iiigouc ot the way ccrtainckiiighis oiMaltk^ 
l!aucs,and taken by their gallics in a florentinc 
Ihip as f uppofcd to ioyne with the pyratcs, that 
hadproicaedthcfurprifIngof5c4M^/ewi : but 
ihc'BaJhAw willing to fauc my lifc,as much af- 
feanigthcfcgray haires, my former demea- 
nor, and that outward proportion I carry,fliip- 
pcd mc from (^odes to Jlex: and hath confined 
me an exile to u€^ipt , with licence to hue in 
C^yro as I hl\. 

Hence arofeanewconrcnti'on bet weene the 
Friers and himfelfc, about the Popes (Liprema- 
cie & the augmentation of theClcrgies pow- 
er from the donation of Princes,and the fuffra- 
gcs of gencrall Councels , but the Archbilhop 
quickly cut them of, and told them plainely, 
that the Italian Bilhop was but an vfurpcr, and 
he made no doubt but the raining of bloud in- 
to Tybcr prefigured thedcftruaion ofRome. 
& the /hining ofthc Sunns an hereafter mani- 
fcltation ofgrcatcrtr«th: Forfellowcs/aith he 
you kno w,that our Mn,<Panmb oronjlantim^ 
M begannc thefc tumors of ambition , asainft
